Only thus can we unify all forces and activities behind the party's political line 
and organize 4 vast revolutionary army on «4 march toward the goal of the four 
modernizations. To this end, we must change the situations in which no clear 
distinction is drawn between the party and government and party organizations 
cannot supervise one another as they have existed in the past; party organizations 
at all levels should transfer enormous amounts of their executive and administrative 
work to the government and administrative departments as much as possible, so tha. 
they can devote 4 mjor portion of their time and energy to the execution of 
ideological and political work and people's work and mass work. This is an 








important aspect of reform in the party and government leadership system, and a 
fundamental measure to improve and etrengthen party leadership. 


Our party is known for ite glorious tradicion in ideological and political work, 
But during the 10 yeare of catastrophe, under the influence of the left line, thie 
fine tradition was undermined, relations between the party and government and 
between the party and masses and inner-party relations became very abnormal. in 
relations between the party and government, the party was authorized to take the 
place of the government, take everything into ite hands, and interfere in affaire of 
everyone, the neglecting and weakening its leading role in the political and 
ideological fields. In inner-party relations, democratic centraliem was under~- 
mined, the patriarchal system and one-man rule prevailed, the ideological work was 
simply and crudely masterminded. The result was the expansion and sharpening of 
contradictions, and the escalation of “class struggle" and “struggle between two 
lines" which hurt by aistake many good comrades loyal to the cause of the party. 
In relations between the party and masses, party members stood high above the 
masses, and were inclined to dictate orders to others on behalf of the party; in 
the course of carrying out work, “they were speakers and the masses were listeners"; 
in talking about ideological work, “the masses were targets of their barrage"; 
upon hearing of different opinions, they flew into a rage; they even viewed com- 
radely and well-intentioned criticiem as an enemy's vicious attacks. The result 
was that various overblown forms of struggle were adopted to cause the party to 
lose its basic popular following. As a result of this type of struggle, many 
still have lingering fear in their minds even to this date. Isn't this a lesson 
not profound enough’? For this reason, we quest divide work between the party and 
government and vigorously strengthen ideological and political work in order to 
free ourselves from the erroneous guiding principles and improve and strengthen 
the leadership of the party. This not only involves changes in method of work but 
also is an important matter of principle which will prevent the party from falling 
out of touch with the masses and from becoming degenerated. 


At present, our country has reached a turning point in history where the old is 
giving way to the new and the old is being eliminated and the new is surging for- 
ward. Radical changes have also taken place in the political and economic fields. 
Such changes will certainly be reflected in warious ways in all spheres of social 
and political life. Meanwhile, complicated contradictions and problems in the 
ideological field will also emerge in the minds of people of all shades. As fur- 
ther efforts are being made to readjust the national economy and reform the 
political system, we may still encounter many unexpected difficulties and problems. 
Ideological and political work must be effectively improved and strengthened by the 
party in order to guarantee that the entire party and the people throughout the 
country » 1.1 take concerted action to resolve the various contradictions and prob- 
lems they face and to accomplish complicated and heavy economic and political tasks. 


The basic objective of the party's ideological and political work at the present 
stage is to resolutely implement the line, principles, and policies of the Third 
Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee, and to teach, mobilize and 
inspire the people of all nationalities to uphold the four basic principles and 
to work hard to build a high-level material and spiritual socialist civilization. 
To accompolish this task, we feel that propaganda amd educational programs should 
be emphasized in the following three ways: 











lt te necessary to grasp well education in the current situation, At present, 
many ideological problems that have emerged from among some cadres and the masses 
concern how to analyze the current situation. Particularly, some misgivings and 
ideological problems have arisen from among some people who do not understand 
well enough the major policy decision on further readjusting the economy. for 
thie reason, education in the current situation, especially propaganda and edu- 
cational efforts in the current economic situation, should become the focal point 
of ideological and political work and should be regarded as a key to success in 
thie work. A few years ago, we seemingly saw nothing difficult; we spoke more of 
good thinge to come and successes ahead and less of difficulties and problems, 
thue giving the people high hope for success in production and in improving lLive- 
lihood. When some difficulties and problems subsequently appeared in the economic 
life, some people felt dazed and grudgingly disappointed. For this reason, educa- 
tion in the current situation must focus on seeking truth from facts, emphasizing 
facts, telling truth, and reasoning everything out. Facts should be fully cited 
to paint a clear picture of our achievements. Since the downfall of the "gang of 
four,” and especially since the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central 
Committee, we have been faring better and better politically and economically, 
year after year. The current favorable economic situation has been rarely seen 
since the founding of new China; the political situation also hasn't been better 
since the 1960's. It is also necessary to give a clear picture of our difficul- 
ties, and tell the broad masses of cadres and people of the true situation. On 
that basis, we must guide them to apply the dialectical-materialist viewpoint and 
method to correctly analyze and assess the current situation so that they will 
understand that the readjustment of the economy and enough rollback in this field 
are essential to political stability.

The party's workstyles must be 
rectified. This is a major issue which may spell the life and death and survival 
and demise of our party, as well as a crucial test of whether our ideological and 
political work is foreceful and effective. While moving firmly in the direction 
of rectifying the unhealthy workstyles, we must conscientiously study related 
method and steps and concentrate attention on key points. We must resolutely oppose 
and rectify such unhealthy workstyles as the abuse of authority and privileges, 
seeking selfish interests by way of back doors, and bureaucracy which exhibits no 
sense of tesponsibility. These are workstyles which have eroded the organic body 
of the party and adversely affected the social trend as a whole. But we must also 
oppose and rectify the double-dealing attitude of complying in public and opposing 
in private toward the line, principles and policies of the party, and other vicious 
ideas and workstyles so that every party organization and all party members will 
become models in thoroughly implementing the party's line. Rectifying the un- 
healthy workstyles is everyone's responsibility. Particularly, leading cadres at 
all levels must conduct .hemselves well and set an example for others to follow 

in this field. Only in this manner, can they win credentials in leading ideo- 
logical and political work. 














We must adopt an analytical attitude toward those inside the party who practice 
unhealthy workatyles. There ia only a handful of people inside the party who 
practice unhealthy worketylee. However, there is a great number of model party 
members and cadres on all fronts who work hard, promise to aim high and behave 
themselves well, wholeheartedly serve public interest, keep in touch with the 
masses, and show concern for the masses, and therefore have been highly praised 
by the masses. Special tribute must be paid to those leading cadres who have been 
accorded welcome and trusted by the masses for their daring spirit to break with 
old customs, and open new horizons, and for their contributions to the four 
modernizations. We must devote ourselves to extolling their advanced ideas and 
advanced deeds, and enlighten, educate and inspire people in a positive way. At 
the same time, we must drive the backward forward and encourage those practicing 
unhealthy workstyles to mend themselves so that they can catch up with the 
currents of history. 


It is necessary to grasp well the task of building socialist spiritual civilization. 
The realization of the socialist modernization requires not only a high-level 
material civilization but also a high-level spiritual civilization. The so-called 
spiritual civilization first refers to education, science and culture and 
erdeavors to encourage and mobilize those in these fields to work hard to develop 
them, and push them toward prosperity under the guidance of the party's correct 
principles and policies. Second, it refers to communist ideology, ideals, beliefs, 
morality, discipline, revolutionary stand and principles, and comradely human rela- 
tionships.

STUDYING CONDITIONS SAID ESSENTIAL TO IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL WORK

[Text] Recently, responsible comrades of the Shanghai Municipal Chinese Communist 
Party Committee have made reports on conditions to cadres in the industrial- 
communications, education and public health, and culture systems, explaining the 
spirit of the Central Committee documents, helping the cadres understand the Central 
Committee's important direction with regard to carrying out further readjustment 
economically and further stability politically. The leadership comrades of the 
Municipal Party Committee have taken the lead in studying and explaining conditions, 
and they have done a very good job. It has manifested the excellent traditions and 
work style of the party in mobilizing ideological and political work. This must 
play a forceful and motivating role in unifying thought, strengthening unity, 
joining upper and lower echelons and wholeheartedly carrying out the direction 
mission set forth by the Party Central Committee. 


Further readjusting the national economy is a very arduous and complex task. It 
affects the entire situation, involves all areas, but the cadres and masses are 
still not entirely united in their view of readjustment. Clearly, it will require 
a great deal of ideological and political work to unite the thinking of the cadres 
and masses in the party's direction. At the present time, the key is grasping 
education on conditions. 


Why do we say that education on conditions is the key to grasping ideological and 
political work just now? This is because the pa -y's direction on further readjust- 
ing the national economy and further stabilizing che political situation, was 
proposed from an accurate assessment of the objective conditions and from actuality. 
If one is vague about objective conditions and has only scanty knowledge of the 
present situation, then it will be impossible to correctly understand the Central 
Committee's direction and impossible to struggle self-consciously for the comple- 
tion of the task of the Party Central Committee. Practice proves again and again 
that only when »veople's knowledge is unified, can their actions be unified and 
things then be done well. 


Since the most recent period, there has been a variety of comments on carrying out 
economic adjustment among the masses, and many ideological questions still re- 
main. This is not surprising. Actually, the guiding thought of readjusting the 











national economy was proposed early in the Third Plenary Session of the llth 

CCP Central Committee. After the plenary session, the Party Central Committee 

and the State Council set forth clearly an eight-point direction for readjusting 
the national economy. But within the party, because they had not fundamentally 

got rid of the fetters of leftist thinking, some comrades did not have a unified 

or profound understanding of the readjustment direction, so they were not 

vigorous in implementing it. Only just recently has our economic work truly got 
rid of the fetters of leftist thinking and got on the road of healthy development. 
Unifying thought within the party still is not very easy, and to have the masses 
accept an important party policy further requires a process of practice and under- 
standing. While one should see that through 31 years of experience we already 

have a reliable base for further progress, yet one should also see that we are 
after all a large country of large population, poor foundation and low standard 

of living and that is under construction, and we cannot be impatient for results, 
but should do what we are capable of and proceed in an ¢ ‘derly fashion step by 
step. Through education on conditions we must help the masses understand that 
without political stability and economic readjustment the task will not go for- 
ward smoothly. To resolve the many complex questions in economic readjustment 
properly it is necessary to uphold the four basic principles, especially 

strengthen and inprove party leadership. Party organizations at ail levels and 
communists generally should self-consciously maintain unity with the Party Central 
Committee politically, stand firmly before the ~asses, make models of themselves, 
and in this way can make the masses increase the‘r confidence, consider the over- 
all situation and self-consciously maintain a stable and unified political situa- 
tion. We must carry out vigorous criticism and struggle with any mistaken words 

or deeds which slander or oppose the four basic principles. What is especially 
important now is to explain clearly that the adoption by the Central Committee 

of the policy of further readjustment economically and further stability political- 
ly, is a continuation and development of the forward looking direction of the Third 
Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee to liberate thinking, set the 
machine in motion, seek truth from facts and unite as one; that it is the continua- 
tion and development »f the effective correct directions and policies carried out 
since the Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee; that it is a 
further implementation of the thought guiding the correction of leftist mistakes. 
The view which opposes the direction of further readjusting the economy and further 
stabilizing politically to the line and direction of the Third Plenary Session of 
the ‘lth CCP Central Committee is without foundation and is thus mistaken. 


To do a good job of education on conditions certainly requires that the entire 
party get involved, and that everyone start talking about beginning to deepen and 
broaden education and conditions. Leadership comrades should conscientiously 
understand the spirit of the Central Committee documents, do a good job of coaching 
and answer all the questions that people raise; they should encourage everyone to 
raise questions, link up with actuality and analyze conditions. It isn't a matter 
of I talk, you listen, but of developing a discussion, of mutual enlightenment, of 
pooling the wisdom of the masses, there is digging and leading, and in lively dis- 
cussion, in the process of self-education and mutual education, knowledge is con- 
stantly increased and ideological questions resolved. We must explain clearly 

to the masses why further readjustment is necessary, what questions might appear 
in readjustment, why it is necessary to maintain political stability while 








readjusting the economy, what results readjusting the economy will bring, etc. In 
this way the masses will understand the necessity of readjustment and will believe 
that the party and the government are really thinking of the fundamental interests 
of the people, are thinking of the interests of the steady advance of moderniza- 
tion, and will wholeheartedly strive to implement the Party Central Committee 
direction, will share the joys and sorrows and the heavy burdens for the party 

and state. 


Of course, unifying the thinking of the cadres and masses with the direction of 
the Party Central Committee is definitely something which cannot be effected by 
administrative orders or by just a few words, but must proceed from the personal 
experience and level of understanding of the masses, and must present the facts 
and reason things out by explaining the profound in simple terms, so that the 
cadres and masses will understand chat this readjustment is a healthy, sober 
readjustment for getting a firm foothold, advancing steadily and realizing the 
four modernizations even more confidently.

ZHOU PHLAL'S WORK ON SELP-DISCIPLINE ANALYZED, PRAISED

[Text] The article “The Mainpointe of Self-Cultivation for Myself" is guiding 
principles formulated by Comrade Zhou Enlai with the aim of remolding his party 
character and strengthening self-cultivation. The guiding principles formulated 
by Comrade Zhou Enlai for himself, and his lifelong and brilliant revolutionary 
practice provide use with an example of how Communist Party members including the 
party's leading cadres should strictly discipline themselves and strengthen self - 
cultivation so as to transform themselves into qualified party members. 


In the course of strictly disciplining oneself and strengthening self-cultivation, 
one gust correctly understand one's role in history. Histor‘ce. materialien 
holde that social history is a history of the masses of people who are the makers 
of history. Individuals, including leaders, are in no position to decide in which 
way history should develop. They must work their will, speak and act in conformity 
with the lawe governing the development of history and in accordance with the 
aspirations of the sasses of people. Only in this way can they help push history 
forward along 4 correct course. Individuals will certainly become elements 
hampering or causing the forward govement of history to slow down, and will make 
mistakes--some of them even will become reactionaries--if they try to exaggerate 
their role and act against the laws governing the development of history. For 
this reason, whatever the Communicet Party gembers do, they should represent the 
people's interests and follow and adapt themselves to the currents of history. 


Comrade Zhou Enlai was a4 model who believed in strict self-discipline. Together 
with Comrade Mao Zedong and other proletarian revolutionaries of the older genera- 
tion, he made great contribucions to the Chinese revolutionary cause as 4 result 
of their efforts to apply Marxiem in China's reality, sum up experiences in the 
Chinese revolution, follow and adapt themselves to the currents of history and 

do everything on behalf of the aspirations of people. During the prolonged period 
of revolutionary struggle and practice, he never stopped remolding his party 
character with high political consciousness, thus clearing the way for trane- 
forming himeelf into 4 leader loved and respected by the people. He often said: 
“One gust live as long a6 one can, learn a6 guch as one can, and devote « lifetime 











to transforming oneself." “The Mainpoints of Self-Cultivation for Myself” wae 
written by him in 1943, At that time, he was fighting in Chongqing just before 
the Kuomintang diehard group tried to whip up the third anticommunist high tide. 
At 4 time when strong winds indicated an upcoming stora, Comrade Zhou Pnlai faced 
dangers without fear, and struggled heroically and resolutely against the 
Kuomintang diehard group. At the same time, he still concentrated himself on 
remolding hie party character. We asked himself to “step up study,” “work hard,” 
and “integrate study with work" eo that he could master Marxiem, deepen his 
knowledge, enrich hie experience, sharpen hie skille in grasping the essence of 
things, and correctly handle the affairs of the party and state in the light of 
the interests of the broad masses of people. Such noble quality displayed by 
Comrade Zhou Enlai in the direction of placing strict demands on himself and 
remolding himself is a brilliant example worthy of our emulation. 


The strict manner of self-discipline means that one must know oneself by dividing 
one into two, Communist Party members must be aware that they are not living in 
vacuums but in the Chinese society, where they are subjected to ideological in- 
fluence in all forms; every party member is affected by the ideologies and 
influence of the old society. For this reason, Communist Party members are 
unlikely to become perfect human beings; they always have to their credit achieve- 
ments and mistakes and good quality and shortcomings. Achievements by party members 
and their good quality gust be mainly attributed to education and training pro- 
vided by the party, and the implementation of ite correct line, principles and 
policies although they cannot be separated from their hard work. Individuale can 
also commit mistakes under the guidance of the correct line, although their 
errors and shortcomings can be referred to the line of the party and its mistakes 
in work. This indicates that achievements by party members, their mistakes and 
their good quality and shortcomings result from subjective active factors that 
exist in individuals. As a proponent of this viewpoint from the dialectical- 
materialist theory of knowledge, Comrade Zhou Enlai promised to “resolutely wage 
a principled struggle against all erroneous ideas and ideologies held by himself 
and others,” and to “properly carry forward his strong points and specify and 
overcome his own shortcomings.” During his Lifetime, he was always broad-minded, 
open and above board, strict in disciplining himself, and courageous in criticiz- 
ing himself. He always held himself instead of his subordinates responsible for 
problems in work. He also frequently used his experiences and lessons drawn from 
history to educate cadres and the masses. He once said: "When you have committed 
mistakes, you gust make them known to everyone you meet so that you can receive 
supervisory assistance from comrades and warn them against committing similar mis- 
takes." He always severely criticized all forms of bureaucratic and bourgeois 
workstyles among cadres, especially the party's leading cadres. But he proceeded 
with criticiem from the standpoint of concern and love for comrades, thus making 
those to be criticizec feel happy at heart. This spirit displayed by Comrade 
Zhou Enlai to strictly discipline himself and tirelessly teach others represents 
a noble communist ideological quality. 





In the course of strictly disciplining oneself, one must correctly handle the 
relationship between individuals and the masses of people. The masses of people 
arc masters of our new society while Communist Party members and revolutionary 
cadres, including leaders, are its public servants. Since the party is a tool for 
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liberation of the masses of people and for bringing happy life to them, its members 
must serve them wholeheartedly, The relationship between party members and the 
masses of people is one between public se’ vante of society and ite masters, and 
therefore, should never be reversed, Otherwise, party members will become rulere 
and overlords sitting on the back of people. The masses of people are also real 
heroes, Whatever party members do, they should firmly trust the masses, count on 
their support and persist in the masse line from the masses to the masses. Only in 
thie way can they win victory, It wae precisely this basic historical materialist 
viewpoint and method that Comrade Zhou Enlai applied to handle the relationship 
between individuals and the masses. We pledged “never to divorce myself from the 
masses, but to learn from them and help them." During hie lifetime, as a conscious 
public servant of the masses of people, he kept in close touch with them, lived 
among them, expressed concern for their well-being, and spent several decades for 
the sake of the people's cause. We did everyting carefully and meticulously. He 
neglected his sleep and meals. worked day and night, and devoted his energy and 
whole life to serving the people until his death. He was the people's good prenier 
and therefore, wae loved and respected by then. 


It ie not very easy for Communist Party members to strictly discipline themselves. 
In real life, some comrades within the ranks of our party have failed to analyze 
themselves from the absolute Marxist and historical Marxist point of view. Some 
comrades have placed themselves above the masses of people, shown no respect for 
their opinion, and acted subjectively as they have wished.

They never want to criticize themselves, 
assuming that t.ey are tigers whose backside no one should touch. They even mis- 
take the leaders of the ruling party for rulers and public servants for bureau- 
crates. They do not want to serve the people but want the people to serve then. 
They abuse power and privileges, while whipping up unhealthy winds. As a result, 
the party's prestige has been undermined and its militant power has been 
weakened. In order to rectify the party's workstyle and restore its prestige, 

we Communist Party members must do 4 good job of learning from the noble quality 
of Comrade Zhou Enlai, consciously and strictly place demands on ourselves, and 
work diligently for the party. Only in this way can we become qualified Communist 
Party members and devote the rest of our lives to the development of the four 
modernizations under the socialist system.

[Text] Comrade Zhou Enlai was a great Marxist and one of the outstanding leaders 
of our party. In the course of resolving the theory and practice of China's 
revolution and :.econstruction by means of the universal truth of Marxiem, he 
made brilliant contributions to the building of our party, to China's revolution 
and reconstruction, and to the formation and development of Mao Zedong Thought. 
At present, the first volume of the “Selected Writings of Zhou Enlai" has come 
off the press, which not only enables us to learn from Comrade Zhou Enlai's 
brilliant achievements in revolution and profound exposition of Marxism, but 
will also certainly play a great role in promoting the study of Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong Thought by the whole party and all people of this country, in 
strengthening the building of our party, in summing up our past experience, and 
in guiding the construction of the four modernizations. 


His article “Resolutely Eradicate All Nonproletarian Ideology Within the Party" 
is a valuable document in the history of the Chinese Communist Party, which lays 
stress on ideology to build the party. It has summed up the experience of 
strengthening our party, explained the sources of many incorrect ideas on the 
party's political line, analyzed various expressions of petty bourgeois ideology 
within the party, pointed out the harmful nature of these petty bourgeois ideas 
towards the organization and work of our party, and put forward measures to over- 
come such wrong ideas. To the building of our party, this article is not only 
theoretically of great significance but also in practice has its far-reaching 
effect. Even today, many important ideas in this article still have their prac- 
tical significance for guidance. 


In his article, Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out: "To oppose opportunism is mainly 
to eliminate the opportunist political line and organizational line." "The 
source of opportunism is very deep, and you can never eradicate opportunism by 
removing a few people.” “The main thing is still to criticize all the views of 
opportunism and help all comrades of our party have a clear understanding, then 
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the party's political line will take the correct course.” It is very clear that 
in the etruggle against wrong lines, Comrade Zhou Enlai had alwaye placed hie 
focus of attention on making clear the correctness and incorrectness of the 
political line and dealing with the social and ideological roots which gave birth 
to the incorrect line, We wae resolutely againet “attacking only the individuals” 
and against taking serious political struggles as “disputes caused by personal 
feelings among the individuals.” We believed that “once you turn politics inte a 
personal matter, you will be entangled in disputes of personal prejudice,” and 
will “bring about endless disputes within the party.” At the same time, he wae 
resolutely against punishment and againet the wrong ideas and extreme measures of 
believing that “opportuniem can be eradicated by getting rid of certain persons.” 
On thie point, later he made further explanations while summing up the experience 
of the “Auguet 7 Conference." While confirming the great achievements of this 
conference, he pointed out one of ite main shortcomings: “It took opposing 
opportunism as a personal attack on those who were responsible for the mietake of 
opportuniem. Therefore, later on it had developed to such 4 state that all places 
fought against opportunism by finding one or two responsible persons as the target 
for struggle and removing them from their jobs, with the belief that there was 

ho more opportuniem, and that everything was fine. They committed the mistake of 
stressing punishment." Comrade Zhou Enlai made these profound analyses on the 
line struggle inside the party as his valuable contribution to Mao Zedong Thought 
with regard to the theory of correctly waging struggles inside the party. Having 
gone through the events in the long past, especially through the 10 years of 
turmoil, when we once again learn from these Comrade Zhou Enlai's brilliant ideas, 
we are all the more deeply touched. 





While talking about the source of wrong ideas inside the party, Comrade Zhou Enlai 
pointed out: “No doubt the source of many incorrect ideas on the party's political 
line was the reflection of objective circumstances, but it was also an important 
reason that the party organization was not yet made Bolshevik, and there were many 
nonproletarian ideas inside the party." Therefore, he thought that thoroughly 
eliminating all nonproletarian ideology in the party is the prerequisite to pre- 
serving the proletarian character of the party. Because, “only in this way can 

it make all comrades of our party unite themselves under the spirit of Bolsheviem 
and fight with one mind." 


According to the ideological condition in the party at that time, Comrade Zhou 
Enlai summed up various nonproletarian ideas mirrored inside the party in 10 
expressions. Although these expressions had their historical characteristics, and 
expressed themselves in different ways in different periods, nevertheless they vere 
common in nature and harmfulness. Such petty bourgeois selfish, conservative, 
narrow-minded and extreme ideas truly always sabotaged the party organization and 
interfered with party work. Then, how could these nonproletarian ideas of every 
description exist in our party? Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that because at the 
time of its founding, our party was the only revolutionary party in China, “there- 
fore many radical petty bourgeois elements, even bourgeois elements, joined in our 
party; particularly during the period of cooperation between the KMT and the 
Chinese Communist Party, many people of the petty bourgeois class also joined in." 
Thus, to make our party Bolshevik, Comrade Zhou Enlai put forward the prin of 
building the party by laying stress on ideology, and believed that while

strengthening the party's proletarian foundation in ite organisation, we should 
aleo resolutely oppose petty bourgeois ideology. This wae one of Comrade Zhou 
Bnlai's great contributions to the Marxiet theory of party building. 


In the theoretical field of party building, our proletarian revolutionaries of 

the older generation, such as Comrades Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai and Liu Shaogi, had 
all made outstanding contributions, They 411 paid serious attention to overcoming 
the bad habite of petty bourgeois ideology, and always gave firet priority to 
building the party in ideology. Just because we followed the principle of laying 
strese on ideology to build the party, the whole party had, through the rectifi- 
cation campaign in Yan'an, achieved unprecedented umity and solidarity, the people 
of our country could then, under the Leadership of the party, greet the victory of 
revolutionary ware, greet the birth of mew China, and successfully fulfill the 
Firet Five-Year Plan. However, in the Latter part of the 1950's, especially 
during the “Great Cultural Revolution,” the petty bourgeois fanaticiem viciously 
flared up and worked in collusion with the cult of personality, the patriarchal 
system and the practice of letting one person alone have the say, so that various 
nonproletarian ideas ran rampant. Not only did they commit mistakes of the 

line and the policy, but also an exceedingly abnormal situation emerged in the 
activities of the party. The party's traditional style was seriously undermined, 
and serious damage was done to the party's cause. 





After the emashing of the “gang of four,” especially since the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee, our party has made tremendous efforts, 
brought order out of chaos, and helped the party's ideological line, political 
line and organizational line return to the track of Marxiem-Leniniem-Mao Zedong 
Thought. However, it is not easy to heal at once the wounds in ideology which 
were inflicted in many years. Particularly because our socialist society emerged 
from the womb of semi-feudal and semi-colonial society, though the petty bourgeoisie 
have been changed very greatly through socialist transformation, but petty 
bourgeois ideas and the force of habit are very auch in evidence and, under new 
historical cenditions, continue to express themselves in new ways. For instance, 
politically they are prone to go to the extreme, now “left” and then right, 
especially express themselves easily in “left” impetuosity, and try to transform 
society on the basie of absolute equality. In econcmic construction, they like to 
build complete projects on large or emall scales, aim at self-supporting, form 
their own systems, and look after only local interests and not the interests of 
the whole. In activities within the party, they promote the patriarchal style, 
let one person alone have the say, and advocate the cult of personality and 
various unhealthy tendencies. All these are extremely hareful to party building 
and to the realization of the four modernizations. Therefore, at this new turn of 
history, we must follow Comrade Zhou Enlai's instructions, and take strengthening 
our party in ideology, thoroughly eliminating all the nonproletarian ideas and 
preserving the purity of our party's proletarian character as an arduous long-ters 
task confronting us.

[Text] When a member of the Communiet Party was wrongly treated by the party, 
and was even attacked unjustly, wiat should be his correct attitude? Thies is a 
test of party epirit to all party members. From my personal experience, wish 
to give ay anever. 


In early 1950 I joined the Ningbo Municipal Public Security Bureau to work. When 
I was working at 4 local police station, I was elected a B-class model in the 
suppression of counterrevolutionaries. In 1953 I was accepted as a candidate for 
party membership. In the next year, it was unanimously agreed to give me fll 
membership in due course, through discussion at the party branch general meeting. 
Just at that time, some persons in ay home town in Zhuji thought of rewenge and 
made false accusations against me. The local party organization listened only to 
one side, and changed wrongly the statue of my family from upper-middle peasant 
class, assessed during the Land-reform movement, to rich peasant class. The party 
organ of my office failed to make a thorough investigation and immediately took 
away my qualification as a candidate for party membership. After I received this 
wrong treatment, I acted according to the rights of « party member as laid down 
in the party constitution, and persisted in making ay appeal to the party organ. 
However, in a fairly long period, my appeal met with only red tape, and the party 
organ listened to the opinion of the office which made the first decision. As a 
result, not only did the whole truth not come out but, on the contrary, I was 
treated as a person who persisted in my reactionary stand and willfully made 
trouble. Consequently, they increased my punishment step by step, and made 
increasingly serious attacks on me, from sending me to the countryside to do 
manual labor, discharging me from public employment, purging me and sending me 
back home, and right down to putting the label of a bad element on me to do manual 
labor under supervision. At the same time, they declared that my family was 

one of “lawbreaking and reactionary rich peasants," confiscated our house and 
farm tools which we got from distribution during the land reform campaign, and 
kicked us out of the production brigade. Our family lost everything, and my old 
mother fell ill with grief and indignation. 
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In the time of extreme despair, I really felt myself in pitch darkness, on many 
occasions I sadly sought advice from Heaven: where could I find the “honest and 
upright official" for redress? However, I had in ay mind a belief which did not 
die owt. I firmly believed that the party would seek truth from facts, and that 
my case could not be settled because some comrades in the party had grown arrogant 
and complacent, isolated themeelves from the masses, and were contaminated by 

the subjective and bureaucratic etyle of thinking. Being dominated by the idea of 
rather to be left than to be right, they did not bother to look into the rights 
and wrongs of a case, suppressed everybody to make an appeal and, for the sake of 
maintaining one's personal “preatige," even refused to correct a mistake when one 
became aware of it, but held out by doing nothing. However, these instances were 
only a few dark clouds in the bright sky. Wo matter how large were the dark 
clouds, they could not shade the eun forever. A true communist might be tempo- 
rarily isolated and subjected to injustice. But, so long as he was loyal and 
held firm to the truth, some day the party would hear his voice and help him 

see the light again. 





Just because I had this firm and unshakable faith, in 1962 I once more made amy 
appeal to the provincial authorities. The provincial procuratorate listened care- 
fully to my story, sent persons to my home town for investigation and, for the 
firet time, found the true facts. Later, the leadership of the provincial party 
committee personally looked into the matter, eventually corrected the wrongly 
designated class status of my family, restored my public employment, and returned 
our confiscated house and farm tools. Those who made the false accusations vere 
properly dealt with, and persons within the party who held up my case without 
doing anything were also criticized publicly by name. 


During the 10-year period of turmoil, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were on a 
rampage, turned things upside down and confusing right and wrong. Some people 
alleged that my first rehabilitation was conducted under the revisionist Line. 

As I held a different opinion against the “rebellion” at that time, they arrested 
me and unlawfully subjected me to severe torture. Once again I suffered. However, 
such suffering not only did not make me lose my faith but, on the contrary, helped 
me become even more determined. Some people who belonged to certain factionalist 
setups persuaded me to stand out and “make my own revolution” against the party 
committee concerned. But I believed that a communist should only act according to 
the party's organizational principle and resolutely rely on the party organ to 
settle his case instead of willfully making trouble, even if he had any reason to 
do so. Never should he take part in activities of any faction. I wouldn't 

allow those persons with ulterior motives to use me as a weapon in their attack 
on the party as I had suffered injustice. I followed entirely the stipulations 

of the party constitution, exercised the rights of a party member, and appealed 
to higher party organs level by level. After the smashing of the “gang of four," 
the party restored and developed its fine tradition of seeking truth from facts, 
and made the decision to reinstate me as a candidate for party membership, and to 
make me a full member after completion of the probationary period. Furthermore, 
the party organ also gave me appropriate allowances for living. Whenever I think 
about these things, I will always be moved to tears, and will all the more fer- 
vently cherish and trust the party. I have made up my mind that forever in the 
future I will dedicate myself heart and soul to the party, and contribute all my 
efforts to the cause of the four modernizations.

LIFELONG TENURE ATTACKED AS HARMFUL TO SOCIALISM

Tenure Be Abolished?"] 


[Text] Abolishing the existing system of lifelong tenure for leading cadres is 
an important restructuring of party and state leadership and of the cadre system. 
The Third Session of the Fifth People's Congress held in August took a gratifying 
step forward in this respect. Extensive restructuring along this line will 
certainly produce a far-reaching effect on the political life and economic con- 
struction in our country. 


Why must the system of lifelong tenure for leading cadres be abolished? PFunda- 
mentally speaking, it is because the system of lifelong tenure is an organizational 
manifestation of the survival of autocracy. It is incompatible with the nature 

of our party as the vanguard of the proletariat. It is very harmful to the 
socialist cause and is a great obstacle to the four modernizations. 


The system of lifelong tenure is mainly the lifelong tenure for the supreme leader 
of the state and is a phenomenon inherent in the autocratic political system. 

In feudal society, it was embodied primarily in the emperors. In China, an 
emperor was supreme and was called “the son of heaven because he was begotten by 
heaven on the order of God." “Heaven” was the master of everything, and an 
emperor "can practice the heavenly wy" and was representative of "heaven" in the 
human world. Therefore, an emperor was sacred, and as long as he lived he had 
absolute power to dominate everything. Our country had several hundred emperors 
from the time of the first emperor of the Qin dynasty to the time of the last 
emperor Xuan Tong. Some of them were on the throne over 60 years and some only 
several tens of days. But whatever the length of their reign, in general they 
had a lifelong tenure. Only under one of two circumstances did they conclude 
their career: 1) They died, 2) They were overthrown by others. There were a few 
emperors who, for certain special reasons, were obliged to abdicate in favor of 
others and became “emperors’ fathers." But as long as it was possible, they 
would seize back the throne, ascend the throne again and reign until they died. 

In addition to the system of lifelong tenure for emperors, there was a lifelong 
tenure for degrees of nobility. The system of lifelong tenure for degrees of 
nobility emerged early in our country. Zuo Zhuan ("A Commentary on the Spring and 
Autumn") states: King Wu of the Zhou dynasty triumphed over the Shang dynasty. 
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King Cheng quelled rebellions on all sides, King Kang let the common people reat 
and build up strength and tnetalled young dependents of his clan ae feudal lords 
to serve as the natural barriers of the Zhou dynasty. The “Booke of Rites" states: 
The kings set up five degrees and emoluments of nobility. These records show that 
as far back as in the Western Zhou dynasty the system of official degrees and 
emoluments of nobility was quite perfect. The tenure for these degrees of nobility 
was lifelong and was handed down from father to son and from generation to genera- 
tion, It was also called the system of “hereditary degrees and emoluments of 
nobility.” In the Period of the Spring and Autumn and the Warring States, our 
country entered into the feudal society and the system of degrees of nobility was 
carried on as before. During the more than 2 years afterwards, che degrees of 
nobility, the privileges and the methods of conferring degrees of nobility under- 
went important changes in successive feudal dynasties, but the system of life- 
long tenure for degrees of nobility remained unchanged. As a rule, once a degree 
of nobility was conferred, emoluments were received in one's life. 


After overthrowing the emperor of the Qing dynasty, the Chinese bourgeoisie drew 
up “electoral laws for presidents," stipulating that "the president has a 5-year 
tenure of office and, if reelected, may renew his term of office once." This 
abolished the system of lifelong tenure for the supreme leader of the state. But 
Yuan Shikai, the president elected on the basis of this electoral law, revised 
this electoral law as soon as he came to power. Shortly afterwards, he simply 
restored the feudal system and pronounced himself the emperor. Thus the system of 
lifelong tenure was an indispensable part of the autocratic system and had a strong 
tinge of feudalism. 


Engels said: "In the feudal states in the Middle Ages...political power and 
position were arranged according to landed property." The political power of 
feudal rulers was based on economic power and was an extension of economic power. 
The system of lifelong tenure in feudal society originated from private ownership 
of the means of production, and was a product of feudal landed relations. As far 
as the proletariat is concerned, it is an out-dated feudal scum which is worth 
nothing. However, old tradition is a great enert power, and the Chinese pro- 
letariat which had just emerged from the semi-feudal and semi-colonial society 
could not but be eroded by feudal things. For a long time it lacked due under- 
standing about and vigilance against the essence and harm of the system of lifelong 
tenure. During the period of revolutionary war cadres were young, and in the 
1950's they were in the prime of life and were not affected by problems in this 
respect. Later, with the passing of years they were aged and physically weak, 
their ability was not equal to their ambition and to busy leadership work. Thus, 
a problem arose. Yet, this problem was not promptly tackled to prevent genesis 
of the Lifelong tenure system. It was a miscalculation. During the period in 
question, the party's collective leadership and democratic centralism were under- 
mined. Inner-party life was abnormal and modern blind worship was developing, 
adding difficulties to solving this problem. The result is that the feudal scum 
of lifelong tenure system infiltrated into our cadre system and becomes a heavy 
burden. 


Feudal thinking spread its influence. For many years no sound systems of cadre 
election, appointment, dismissal, assessment, censure and rotation were instituted. 
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No clear provisions were made concerning the terme of office for various types 

of leading cadres or concerning problems of leaving the jobs to rest and retiring 
from office, These circumstances shaped the unique system of lifelong tenure of 
leadership posts: Under the system, cadres can go up but not come down, and can 
become officials but not civilians; once a leading cadre holds a post he will be 
an “official” in his life; despite the fact that his physical power is not equal to 
his tasks, he may not give up his leadership post, and as long as he commits no 
errors he will sit on the “chair.” The result is that organizations are bloated, 
there are more hands than needed, the ranks of cadres are aging, bureaucracy is 
prevalent, talents are repressed, vitality is stifled, personality cult is wide- 
spread, endless discussions are held. Ten years of turmoil and experience of 
recent years suffice to show that this lifelong tenure system for leading cadres 
is indeed a big obstacle on our forward road, and it is time to solve this problem. 
If, owing to lack of experience, we unconsciously acknowledged it in the past, now 
that we identify its drawbacks we should throw it away without any hesitation and 
resolutely eliminate it. This is the task history gives us. 


What are the advantages of abolishing the lifelong tenure system for leading cadres? 


First, it will facilitate the training of successors to the socialist cause. 

Let some old cadres gradually retreat to the second line, shake off routine work, 
concentrate their energy on important problems, do a good job of passing their 
experience to their successors, help them and guide them. Let some young, energetic 
comrades "fill up" the leadership posts, act as commanders on the first line and, 
with the help of old comrades, improve their ability. This is a pressing task in 
moving the four modernizations forward as well as a long-range plan for benefiting 
future generations. 


Second, it serves to maintain the stability of leadership and the continuity of 
policy and to prevent aging of the leading squads. Planned and systematic replace- 
ment of a part of the leading members of the squads will avert great turmoil, 

turn the leading squad into a pool of running water, and ward off a situation 
marked by “old personnel, old things and old rules." By learning from each 
other's strong points to offset each other's deficiencies, new and old cadres 

will certainly enable the leading squads to maintain strong vitality. 


Third, it will lend itself to exercising collective leadership, practicing demo- 
cratic centralism and preventing personal dictatorship. If cadres are assigned 
permanently to leading posts in charge of a district or department, it frequently 
happens that they will lay down laws, practice the patriarchal system, substitute 
individual leadership for collective leadership, and undermine democratic central- 
ism. To abolish the lifelong tenure system, determine the tenure of office for 
different types of leading cadres and change cadres by rotation is a good way to 
overcome this drawback. 


Fourth, it will lend itself to assessing, transferring, appointing and dismissing 
cadres. For a long time cadres were removed from their leading posts only after 
they had committed mistakes. This gave one an impression that changing the leading 
posts amounted to punishing the cadres concerned. Such an impression was abnor- 
mal. Abolishing the lifelong tenure system for leading cadres will effectively 











break down this conception, form a new habit of becoming officials as well as 
civilians and of going up as well as coming down, and insure smooth progress of 
assessment, transfer, appointment, promotion and demotion of cadres.

[Text] Some people say: “Launching criticism resemble a situation in which a 
piece of bean curd drops into a pile of ash. One can neither blow nor touch it. 
It sounds really not easy!" 













This is something that can happen. Because, for years, the regular form of 
criticism and self-criticism has been denied, and because, during the 10 years of 
catastrophe, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" criticized correctness as mistakes, 
punished comrades as enemies, criticized and struggled against them without 
authorization, the party's fine style of criticism and self-criticism has been 
undermined, thus creating a misunderstanding of criticism in the people's minds. 
But we should never give up criticism for this reason. Criticism mut be 
launched in a correct way so as to enable people to clearly understand that 
criticism is aimed at helping those to be criticized overcome shortcomings and 
correct mistakes. Only in thts way can the art and results of criticism be im- 
proved. Recalling Lenin, Max m Gorki said: Lenin could make those to be 
criticized by him feel happy at heart. I feel that whether criticism is convincing 
and acceptable to those to be criticized should be used as a criterion for 
verifying whether the weapon of criticism has been successfully mastered or not. 

























This reminds me of a vivid scene of the film "Lenin of 1918" in which Gorki was 
criticized by Lenin. During those days of the life-and-death struggle between the 
old and new wotlds, Gorki lived in Petersburg, a place known for its most unhealthy 
environment. While there, he was heavily surrounded by bourgeois experts and 
scholars hostile to the Soviet power and was manipulated by them to the point of 
insanity. He once complained to Lenin that was it absolutely necessary for the 
proleterist to cruelly suppress the counterrevolutionary elements? This question 
was a mistake that caught Lenin by surprise, and was severely criticized by him. 
Lenin said in a dramatic analogical way: When two persons were fighting each other, 
how could they figure out which boxing was necessary and which was not? At stake 
was a major issue regarding the dictatorship of the proletariat. Lenin was well 
aware that Gorki could not be immediately and easily convinced by him. Fortunately, 
at that time, a worker returned to Petersburg from the countryside. Lenin 
immediately engaged him in a talk about what he had in mind. The worker, in the 





simplest language and armed with the most convincing facts, went to great length 
to describe why the rich peasants who had stirred up troubles and engaged in 
sabotage should be dealt a blow until Gorki coughed wneontrollably. Finally, 
Gorki wae satisfied and said good-bye, Later, Lenin received injuries from an 
assassin. When Gorki went to see him, Lenin pointed hie fingere at bullets in 
hie body left by the counterrevolutionaries and eaid in a humorous way: “Our 
debate eventually comes to an end!" Lenin brightened Gorki's eyes at the cost of 
his blood. We really deserves to be called an earnest revolutionary teacher. 


Criticiem should make people fecl elated at heart. It is neither a flattery nor 
a voice that echoes others or an attempt to cover up serious probleme in an 
amicable atmosphere in violation of principle. The tone of Lenin's criticiem was 
severe and sharp. When emotionally excited, he could become a raging fire. There 
were persuasion, advice, sympathy, repudiation and well-intentioned sarcasm in his 
eriticiom against Gorki's unhealthy thought, inexcusable mistakes, and obst inate 
attitude. But there were always kindness, wareth, and sincerity in Lenin's 
criticiem. Why? First, he was an unassuming person accessible to the people. 
Lenin criticized others in a comradely way rather than admonished them from a 
position of a stern-faced leader. Second, he influenced the people with his 
affection. He was a sincere and candid person full of warm affection and love for 
erring comrades although he placed strict demands on them. Third, he convinced 
the people with reasoning. Lenin's teachings have had the effect of a tolling 
bell in the morning and a beacon capable of leading those who went astray back 

to the correct path. These three points seem indispensable to convincing criticises, 





Lenin's criticiem is a form of criticiem in a Marxist style. We badly need this 
form of criticiem in our political life!

[Text] Beijing, 8 Mar (XINHUA)--Chairman, vice chairmen and members: 


In line with the "Decision on the Establishment of a Special Procuratorate Under the 
Supreme People's Procuratorate and a Special Court Under the Supreme People's Court 
to Prosecute and Try the Principal Defendants in the Case of the Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing Counterrevolutionary Cliques" adopted at the 16th session of the 5th NPC Stand- 
ing Committee on 29 September 1980 and according to the "Criminal Law of the PRC" 
and the “Law of Criminal Procedure of the PRC," the special court of the Supreme 
People's Court publicly tried the 10 defendants, Jiang Qing, Zhang Chunqiao, Yao 
Wenyuan, Wang Hongwen, Chen Boda, Huang Yongsheng, Wu Faxian, Li Zuopeng, Qiu 

Huizuo and Jiang Tengjiao, from 20 November 1980 to 25 January 1981. 


The following is a report on the trial of the principal defendants in the case of 
the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques by the special court of the 
Supreme People's Court. 


As the special procuratorate under the Supreme People's Procuratorate initiated the 
prosecution in the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, 
the special court under the Supreme People's Court adopted the method of trial by 
separate tribunals, deliberations by the whole court and passing overall judgement 
in handling the case. In other words, the special court examined the case, decided 
to begin trial proceedings, held deliberations and passed judgement, with the first 
and second tribunals of the special court conducting separate court investigations 
and holding court debate sessions. 


The case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques was an extra- 
ordinarily grave counterrevolutionary criminal case which occurred in the decade of 
turmoil known as the "Great Cultural Revolution.” Both the counterrevolutionary 
clique headed by Lin Biao and the counterrevolutionary clique headed by Jiang Qing 
were counterrevolutionary cliques carrying out conspiratorial activities for the 
purpose of overthrowing the political power of the people's democratic dictatorship, 





that is, the dictatorship of the proletariat. Sharing the same criminal motive and 
purpose and carrying out the same acts, they formed a counterrevolutionary alliance. 
Taking advantage of their positions and power at that time and resorting to every 
possible means, overt and covert, using pen and rifle, they carried out counterrevo- 
lutionary criminal activities for a whole decade, Their case was an extraordinarily 
grave one and involved a large number of people, and for this reason it was a really 
heavy task to try this case. In trying the criminal offenses and fixing the criminal 
liabilities of the principal defendants in the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques, the special court persisted in seeking truth from 
facts and handling the case according to law. It strictly complied with the "Crimi- 
nal Law of the PRC" and the "Law of Criminal Procedure of the PRC." This ensured 
the correct trial of the case, 


After conscientiously studying the indictment and the dossiers and other related 
materials, all judges of the special court held that the facts regarding the crimi- 
nal offenses of the 10 defendants as stated in the indictment were clear and that 
the evidence was adequate, meeting the stipulations of Article 108 of our country's 
Law of Criminal Procedure, and they unanimously decided to begin trial proceedings. 
At the same time, in accordance with the provisions of Article 4 of the same law-- 
that is, that “all citizens are equal in the application of the law and no privilege 
whatsoever is permitted before the law"=-the special court held that the trial pro- 
ceedings should be firmly carried out according to law despite the fact that all the 
defendants had held high positions of considerable power and influence. 


To make a success of the trial of this grave criminal case, the judges of the spe- 
cial court did much necessary preparatory work, and as a result every court trial 

was carried out in a planned manner with emphasis on certain points and they pro- 

ceeded in proper order. 


To investigate the criminal offenses stated in the indictment, the first and second 
tribunals of the special court held 33 court sessions and summoned the 10 defendants 
to appear in court for investigation for a total of 45 times. Thus the criminal 
offenses of the defendants were investigated and clarified. China's Law of Criminal 
Procedure stipulates that stress should be laid on evidence, investigation and study 
and that no immediate credence be given to the confession of an accused. Without 
evidence, the confession of an accused alone cannot be used to decide that he is 
guilty and should be punished. Without the confession of the accused, full and re- 
liable evidence may be used to decide that the accused is guilty and should be 
punished. Therefore, the special court did much work in checking the evidence. 

It seriously and repeatedly examined 873 pieces of evidence. During the investiga- 
tion, on various occasions the court showed or read to the defendants verified ori- 
ginal documents and material evidence such as dossiers, letters, diaries, notes, 
minutes and recordings. These were read or showed to the defendants 651 times. 

Some 49 victims or witnesses were summoned to testify. The court thus saw to it 
that confirmation of each crime was fully supported by irrefutable evidence. Some 
defendants flatly denied their crimes, some refused to talk in court from beginning 
to end, and others made every effort to defend themselves against criminal charges. 
Since the court used a host of evidence to expose the truth and prove the defendants’ 
crimes, some defendants, facing the evidence, had to plead guilty to what at tirst 
they pleaded not guilty of. During the investigation, the court also rejected cer- 
tain accusations brought against the defendants because of lack of or insufficient 
evidence. This showed that the special court adhered to the principle of seeking 
truth from facts and used extreme prudence and seriousness in confirming each of 

the defendants’ crimes. 
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After the investigating sessions, the court held nine debating sessions. During 
the debates, the special court protected, according to law, the defendants’ rights 
to defense and to a final statement at the end of the debates. The special court 
did not consider the high positions and authority held by the defendants in the 
past a8 reasons to exempt them from legal sanctions for their crimes. Nor did the 
special court deprive the defendants of their legal right to defend themselves and 
to make statements just because they were bitterly hated by the people. In court, 
Jiang Qing defended herself and made statements for about 2 houre while Huang 
Yongsheng «pent about 3 hours in defending himself and making statements. Although 
Zhang Chunqiao refused to talk, the special court repeatedly told him about hie 
legal right to defend himself and make statements. This showed that we resolutely 
implemented the principle of democracy of China's socialist legal system. The court 
debates further clarified the defendante' crimes and the criminal respone * ilities 
they should shoulder and thus helped in making them plead guilty. The court seriously 
listened to the speeches made by the public prosecutors in support of the prosecu- 
tion. It also listened to the defendants’ statements and speeches, the attorney's 
defense and other defendants’ confessions, defense and final statements. Only by 
doing so could the court make positive or negative judgment and properly appraise 
the accusations brought against the defendants and thereby pronounce a just final 
judgment. Some defendants used the opportunity to defend themselves and make state- 
ments to disturb court order. Such acts only aroused further indignation among the 
audience. 


The special court conducted serious discussions during which all the judges fully 
expressed their views. They strictly adhered to the collegiate system according to 
law and discussed the 10 defendants one by one before making final judgement. in 
accordance with Article 9 of the Criminal Law of the PRC, the 10 defendants were 
convicted and sentenced according to the “Criminal Law of the PRC," rather than the 
"Regulations Governing the Punishment of Counterrevolutionaries of the PRC." During 
the discussion, the special court paid attention to the following two points: 


1, The defendants’ crimes would not be confirmed unless they were judged by the 
court and proved true by irrefutable evidence; 


2. In convicting and sentencing a defendant, serious consideration should be given 
to the seriousness and nature of his crimes and the harm they caused to society. 


After 42 sessions of court investigation and debate and after deliberations, all 
the judges of the special court held: The 10 defendants must be dealt with in dif- 
ferent ways and given different penalties because of their different roles in the 
counterrevolutionary cliques, the different offenses they committed and their dif- 
ferent criminal liabilities. However, generally speaking, the 10 defendants should 
be severely punished according to law because of the following reasons: 


1. They all shared the criminal motive and objective of overthrowing the political 
power in China under the people's democratic dictatorship, that is, the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, and to harm the people of all nationalities of the PRC. 
They were the principal defendants in the case of the counterrevolutionary cliques. 


2. None of them committed a single crime but rather several crimes such as the 
“crime of organizing and leading a counterrevolutionary clique," the “crime of plot- 
ting to overthrow the government,” the “crime of having people killed or wounded

for counterrevolutionary purposes,” the “crime of conducting propaganda and agita- 
tion for counterrevolutionary purposes,” the “crime of framing and persecut ing 
people,” the “crime of instigating an armed rebellion" and other crimes as affirmed 


in the final judgement. 


3. Their criminal offenses brought calamity in all fields of work and regions 
throughout the country, greatly harmed China's people's democratic dictatorship 

and socialist public order, seriously undermined the national economy and other 
undertakings, brought tremendous catastrophe to the people of all nationalities 

and resulted in disastrous consequences, Therefore, the sentence passed by the 
special court on the 10 principal defendants was a solem one and manifested the 
sanctity of law. Naturally, im judging the offense committed by a criminal, meting 
out 4 penalty and determining whether he is to be given a heavier or lighter penalty, 
the sentence must fall within the Limits of the penalties prescribed for the given 
offense. This is the principle of the socialist legal system we must advocate. 

in addition, the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques were formed 

in the 10 years of turmoil during the "Great Cultural Revolution,” and their coun- 
terrevolutionary criminal activities were carried out at a time when the political 
life of the state was extremely abnormal and the socialist legal system was seriously 
sabotaged. in meting out the penalties, we aleo considered this historical condition 
and China's historical experience in handling cases of major war criminals and spies 
at home and abroad and other counterrevolutionary criminals of great influence. 
Therefore, the final judgment of the special court is legal and appropriate, it is 
conducive to the long-term interests of the people throughout the country and able 
to withstand the test of time. 


The special court under the Supreme People's Court pronounced final judgement on the 
10 principal defendants in the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolu- 
tionary cliques on 25 January, according to the decision of the NPC Standing Commit- 
tee. The judgement of the special court is a final one. The special court smoothly 
accomplished the task assigned to it by the NPC Standing Committee. 


This trial fully exposed and proved the numerous crimes committed by the Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques. Correct judgements were made and penal- 
ties meted out to the 10 principal defendants, thus dealing blows at the enemies, 
fostering healthy tendencies, assuaging the people's indignation, whipping up the 
enthusiasm of the broad masses and further promoting stability and unity in the 
political field. This trial was a lively general education for all the people in 
the country on the popularization of the legal system. It showed that China's so- 
cialist laws represent the people's will and interests, which no one can encroach 
upon. Criminal offenses against the law must be punished by law, and punishment 

for any offender must be meted out according to law. Offenses must be determined, 
penalties meted out and sentences passed on the basis of facts and evidence confirmed 
by the court and according to the stipulations of the law. This trial provided our 
judicial personnel with a good opportunity to temper themselves, to study and to 
draw a clear demarcation line between crimes and mistakes in the course of the trial 
by regarding facts as the basis and the law as a guidance. It was a practice in 
safeguarding and strengthening the legal system, and thus raised the standards in 
the administration of justice. 


Naturally, there still exist some shortcomings in the administration of justice be- 
cause the details of the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary 

cliques are complicated and because we lack experience in trying cases of this cate- 
gory. We should pay attention and try to improve ourselves in the administration of 
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justice in the future, The trial of the case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing coun- 
terrevolutionary cliques by the special court represents the will of all the people 
throughout the country. It receives the wholehearted support of the people of all 
nationalities throughout the nation and draws attention and good comments from 
friends throughout the world, Present at the public gallery of the court was a 
combined audience of 60,000 people, including representatives from various provinces, 
autonomous regions and municipalities directly under the central government; various 
parties and people's organization; and the People's Liberation Army. At the same 
time, many unite concerned, especially the XINHUA News Agency, newspapers, radio 
station, television stations and other propaganda departments, gave this trial ample 
coverage #o all the people in the country could see and hear timely news reports 
about the trial through newspaper, voice and television media, The television sta- 
tion also made use of the satellite to telecast the trial to the whole world. People 
of all walks of life also provided us with many valuable suggestions of good will 

to help us constantly improve our work. It can be said that this trial was conducted 
with the support and under the supervision of the broad masses. Because judicial 
work is a function of state affairs, the broad masses have shown great concern and 
supported and supervised the various trial activities at the court, thus demonstra- 
ting their efforts to manage state affairs. At the same time, the court has become 
a place to educate the people to observe law and discipline. In this sense, the 
trial activities at thie time have set an example in the administration of justice 

in China. The triumphant trial of this major counterrevolutionary criminal case 
will play an active role in promoting and strengthening China's socialist legal 
system and will arouse hundreds of millions of people to work harder than ever before 
in quickening their pace to develop the four modernization program. 


In view of the fact that the special court of the Supreme People's Court has already 
accomplished its mission, it is suggested that the NPC Standing Committee dissolve 
this special court. 


I submit the above report for your examination.

HOW TO CARRY OUT BETTER ASSIGNMENT POR SCIENTIFIC, TECHNICAL PERSONNEL DISCUSSED 
State Personnel Bureau Symposium 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 December 80 p 1 


(Text ] Ie still remains a constant task of personnel departments to assign 
scientific and technical personnel who are on jobs that they are not trained for 
to suitable jobs that they are trained for. This is the opinion expressed at a 
recent symposium attended by comrades of personnel departments from the various 
provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions, a symposium held at the State 
Personnel Bureau. 


The symposium agreed that due to insufficient realization by some localities and 
departments of the importance of this work of assigning scientific and technical 
personnel to jobs they were trained for, and due to the fact that this work was 
not firmly taken in hand and measures taken not strong enough, many technical 
specialists who should and could be transferred have to this day not yet been 
transferred to positions for which they have been trained. Some units and depart- 
ments still show wastage of specialist manpower and overstaffing with highly 
qualified personnel. The State Personnel Bureau is therefore asking personnel 
departments at all levels to seriously reexamine before 1 June 1981 the personnel 
adjustment work done during the first period of this year. Technical personnel 
who are restricted by the scope of their specialities and for whom it is difficult 
to find a suitable place for transfer, or in case of a relative surplus of 
technical staff, apart from reporting this to superior authority and attempt an 
adjustment within a larger scope, each supplying what the other units needs, the 
personnel department may in such cases, basing themselves on an opinion obtained 
from the person concerned, assign him to a special job closest to the one desired 
or to provide him with appropriate additional training. As to special technical 
cadres whose jobs are closed down or who are transferred to other enterprises 

in the course of adjustments in the national economy, arrangements must be made 
for them in advance in a planned manner according to the principle of working on 
a job for which one has been trained. To correctly deal with and dispose of 
letters, interviews, criticiem and suggestions in newspapers it is necessary to 
study immediately every demand that appears to be reasonable and try to solve the 
problem. If the local unit refuses a reasonable adjustment, the superior personrel 
department should have the right to directly effect the necessary adjustment. 
Criticism and education must be leveled against units and individuals who repress 
talented personnel. Serious cases of this nature must be investigated and proper 
responsibility affixed. 








In order to solve all probleme of difficult=to-solve cases in provinces, munici- 
palities and autonomous regione of men on jobs for which they were not trained 
or other problems of special technical staff in special circumstances, the State 
Personnel Bureau also adopted measures extending beyond the locality concerned 

to make adjustments concerning special technical staff or staff with foreign 
language abilities. For inetance, at the present symposium the various districts 
compiled name lists of special technical staff that need adjustment, submitted the 
liste to the symposium to post and publish them and later through consultations 
in and outeide the symposium selections were made of needed staff, and there was 
a mutual assistance of each other in particular staff requirements, Some 
immediately reached an agreement, some still found it difficult for the t ime 
being to come to any concrete arrangement and declared that they would do some 
studies after getting home before coming to a concrete decision, This was a new 
experiment in adjusting cases where men were on jobs for which they were not 
trained, and the matter certainly received serious attention by all who attended 
the symposium. 


Personnel Bureau Urges Mobility 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 Dec 80 p 1 


[Text] Our correspondence Yen Baikun reports: At the symposium recently held 

at the State Personnel Bureau many comrades noted that our country experiences 

a severe shortage of talented personnel, while at the same time some places re- 
tain a surplus of talented personnel, and the reason for this situation is in a 
certain way connected with our too rigid control in the past of the distribution 
and employment of such personnel. A change in this condition will of necessity re- 
quire measures to promote greater mobility of talented personnel. 


Many comrades in their statements at the symposium enumerated the advantages of 
implementing greater mobility for talented personnel: it would benefit the four 
modernizations and the development of our scientific and technological under- 
takings, it would help discover talented personnel and placing them into effective 
positions, it would promote realization of our policy concerning intellectuals. 

It would also encourage a reform of our cadre system and help to bring a new 
lively spirit into our personnel work. Speaking of the target of this greater 
mobility, the comrades regarded these to be those staff who are employed on jobs 
for which they had not been trained, or on which they could not use their special 
skills or knowledge, those who were not employed at all or those who are unsuitable 
for their present jobs, and those who could put their special skills and knowledge 
to better use if they were moved elsewhere. The comrades also pointed out that 
the movements should be effected in a reasonable way with proper guidance and 
planning. 


As to the scope of such mobility, all were agreed that it should take place mainly 
within the locality concerned or within the department concerned. As to move- 
ments outside of provinces, municipalities or regions, special technical personnel 
should be encouraged to move to assist border regions or areas deficient in tech- 
nological capabilities. They should also be encouraged to move from the big cities 
to small towns, mountainous regions or islands off our coast. Furthermore, with 
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regard to cases where the original unit will not release someone who is really 
on a job for which he was not trained, or on 4 job not fitted to hie special 
skills and knowledge, or on a job with no work to do for extended periods of 
time, the comrades suggested that in such cases the person concerned may himself 
select an appropriate unit, and if the unit that needs his services accepts him, 
the original unit will have to give ite consent to the move, 


All were agreed that organizations engaged in scientific research, teaching, or 
which are operating factories, mines, industries or other enterprises, may, in 
case of need and with prior consent by the appropriate personnel department, 
publicly post within a prescribed range invitations for applications from special 
technical personnel from within the target area. If a special technical staff 

is invited to join after passing a etrict test and an assesement of his abilities, 
the original unit must agree to his release. In cases where work has to be com- 
pleted at the original place of work, the staff involved should also be permitted 
to accept part=time employment by an outside unit. Special technical personnel 
who have no work at their original wnit may also sign “loan contracts” and be 
loaned to a unit which is in need of their services. 


In the course of the discussions all agreed that a reasonable mobility of talented 
personnel must be promoted and encouraged in the days ahead. Units and departments 
who do a good job in this respect should be commended, and units or individuals who 
waste qualified personnel or obstruct mobility of talented personnel must be 
criticized and educated. We must particularly fight any of those actions that may 
stifle or persecute persons of ability. In bad cases of this sort disciplinary 


action must be taken.

READJUSTMENT IN TEACHERS' RANK CONSIDERED NECESSARY

of Teachers’ Rank Is Necessary in Inetitutions of Higher Learning") 


[Text] An important factor in improving the institutions of higher learning is 
to tap the potentials of the teaching staff in order to use people to the best 
advantage. As the situation in the institutions of higher learning now stands, 
tha rank of teachers is over-expanded. In our school, there are more than 1,700 
teachers and some 5,700 students. The ratio between teachers and students is 
1:3.4. Before the 10 years of turmoil and particularly in 1960, when the 
enrollment was highest, there were only 693 teachers and wre than 6,900 students. 
The ratio between teachers and students was then about 1: 0. Compared with 
countries where education is more developed, the difference is even greater. 
According to the statistics of 1975, the ratio between teachers and students 
was 1:16.7 in the United States; and 1:20 in France. The number of teachers 
actually engaged in teaching duty, in the second half of 1979, for example, were 
some 700, or about 40 percent of the whole faculty. Among them, only some 400 
were physically among the students, each with a workload of 4 class hours each 
week. In the first semester, we conducted an investigation on 4 department 
which was more representative in character. In this department, there were 157 
teachers. According to a comprehensive estimate in three different respects, 
namely the teacher-student ratio, the actual volume of teaching undertaken, and 
the projected scope of development in 1985, about 38 teachers, or 20 percent of 
the whole faculty, were over the authorized strength. In another department, 
there were altogether 120 teachers among whom only 20 were engaged in teaching. 


There are many contributory causes to this situation, but the main cause is that 
in institutions of higher learning during the past several years, there have been 
only incoming, but not outgoing tea resulting in a “stagnant pool.” Thus 
“senility” was a salient feature of cw»  eacher's rank. The average age of many 
professors and assistant professors is almost 70, and some of them are even in 
their 80's and 90's. Many of them have the feeling that their ability is no longer 
equal to their wishes, and some of them cannot work any more. On the other hand, 
the young and middle-age teachers have wasted their time during professional 
training, and there is a gap between the old-timers and the young qualified 








successors. Many me.surea have been adopted in training teachers in recent years, 
and the vast majority of them have done their best. Yet there are many young 

and middle-age teachers who are unqualified for teaching in universities or in 
scientific research, although they can play important roles in other capacities. 
Yurthermore, the authorized personnel atrength was not observed; the planning 

was not thorough; the system of management was far from perfect; and the forces 
Became scattered. Outwardly, everyone seemed to be engaged in scientific 
Tesearch, and each of them had a domain of hie own, although many projects 
intended for the authorized strength failed to produce any concrete result. 


These conditions brought with them many problems, such as the uneven distribution 
of labor and rest, over-staffing in many research sections, and rivalry among some 
people in the allocation of taske with the result that a single subject was 
taught by several persons. Thus the system of workload for teachers could not 

be carried out, and the phenomenon of “eating out of the same pot" became quite 
Prevalent. Because of the lack of competition, the teachers found no incentive 
for advancement or for creating a lively academic atmosphere. In short, since 
people cannot be used to full advantage, the teachers’ enthusiasm and creativity 
could not be aroused. 


The present structure of the teachers’ rank in the institutions of higher learning 
is not rational either. First, the irrational proportion of professors, lecturers 
and assistant professors. The present situation is one of “small at both ends 

and large in the middle." In our echool, there are 78 professors, forming 4.6 
percent of the faculty; 72 assistant professors, forming 4.2 percent of the 
faculty; and 1,221 lecturers, forming 72 percent of the faculty. The remaining 
19.2 percent of the faculty are either teaching assistants or teachers without 

any definite duty. A fairly large number of these lecturers were promoted to 

their present position before 1978, and many of them need further training before 
they are qualified for their posts. It would be impossible to improve the quality 
of teaching and to raise the level of scientific research without a large contingent 
of highly qualified and vwell-experienced professors. in some foreign universities, 
the proportion of professors and assistant professors in the faculty is much 
higher. In the United States, for example, according to the statistics of 
1972-1973, the total number of professors and assistant professors amounted to 

61.6 percent of the faculty. Most of the lectures, organizational work and guidance 
for scientific research were undertaken by professors. This is an important 
indication of the university's academic standard. 





Second, the irrational ratio between the basic course and the special course 
teachers. At present, there is a shortage of not only teachers, but also 
professors and assistant professors for basic courses. Compared with what it was 
during the early post-liberation period, when many basic courses were taught by 
professors and assistant professors, the quality of teaching is on the decline. 
In 1978, there was a sharp increase in enrollment, and more than 3,000 students 
attended the basic courses. Some serious contradiction then emerged, because, 
despite the increase of teachers, there was a serious shortage of teachers for 
basic courses. Because of the serious difficulties involved, this type of 
structure is not conducive to better teaching quality. 
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Third, the irrational ratio between teachers and auxiliary personnel in teaching 
and ecientific research. At present, there is a shortage of auxiliary personnel 
for teaching and scientific research, and their work quality is none too good. 
Therefore, the teachers have to spend a lot of time in checking data, in running 
Around for materials, in obtaining druge for experiments, and in accounting for 
the consumption of materials, thus wasting a lot of time. 


From the above, we can see that we have a huge, but not highly trained, contingent 
of teachers, and that ite structure is irrational. This problem, if not solved, 
will certainly obstruct the improvement of teaching quality and scientific 
research as well as the further development of higher learning. We hold that the 
urgent tasks of the moment are as follows: 


1. Eetablishment of a system for the circulation of teachers so as to end the 
situation of a “stagnant pool," which has only inlets but no outlets. “Flowing 
water is never stale and the door-hinge never gets worm-eaten," as the old saying 
goes. Only by keeping the “stagnant water flowing" can we infuse vitality into 
the teachers’ rank. There should be circulation not only within a school, but 
also among schools and between schools and the society. This system of circula- 
tion should be institutionalized and regularized. 


2. Readjustment of the teachers’ rank. First, there should be a definite plan, 
based on the tasks of teaching and scientific research undertaken by each depart- 
ment and each teaching and research section, and their development. Secondly, we 
have to ascertain the different conditions in the teachers’ rank and carry out 

read justments accordingly. For those who are old and weak and have long been 
unable to do normal work, their retirement should be permitted along with 

suitable arrangements for them to spend their remaining years in comfort. Those 
who cannot basically cope with their workload can also be left out of the authorized 
strength and be allowed to do some other suitable jobs. Schools with more teachers 
than they actually need can carry out internal readjustments according to 
individual circumstances. These teachers can also be used to support newly built 
schools or transferred to work in certain units as required by the society. In 
this way, qualified people will be used to better advantage. Attention should 

also be paid to the replenishment of manpower with the newly emerging forces 
selected from the research workers and graduates, so that the teachers’ rank 

will be filled by progressively younger people and the structure of the rank 

will be gradually altered. 


3. Vigorous training for teachers. The focus of work should be the training of 
teachers so that a number of middle-age academic leaders and scientific vanguard 
can be trained in a few years. The old teachers should play their full role in 
training the young and middle-age teachers. 


4. Establishment of a system of examination for teachers and a system of reward 
and punishment so as to arouse the teachers’ enthusiagm as a matter of policy. 
Based on the authorized strength, we should conscientiously carry out the system 
of deciding on the workload for teachers so that there will be a criterion for 
determining the teachers’ responsibility and examining their work. It will also 








be necessary to use the result of the examination as a criterion for reward or 
puntehment. Those teachers who have made outstanding contributions in teaching 
and scientific research should be given both moral and material incentives and 
prfority in promotion. Those who have for a long time failed to complete their 
workload, failed to measure up to their responsibility, or failed to produce 
food results in teaching and scientific research should be criticized and 
reeducated. They should be given no consideration for promotion, or even be 
Temoved from their teaching posts. There must be clearcut guidelines in dealing 
with merits or shortcomings and in giving rewards or meting out punishment in 
order that the defects of “eating out of the same pot" and equalitarianiem can 
be gradually overcome and the teachers’ enthusiasm fully aroused.

KEY UNIVERSITIES URGED TO TRANSFER SURPLUS PROFESSORS

[Article by XINHAU reporter Zhang Xuanguo [1728 6693 0948]: "Concentration of 
Professors in Key Universities Should Be Changed") 


[Text] At present, some key institutions of higher learning have huge reservoirs 
of teachers because mot of professional talent is concentrated there. In Beijing, 
for example, one university which offers 600 or more term courses to undergraduate 
students and post-graduate students employs a total of 2,500 professors, associate 
professors and lecturers, while requiring not more than 800 of them to deliver 
classroom lectures simultaneously each year. The ratio of teachers to students 
in a certain department of another college is 1:2.8. There is another university 
department which now has a total of 105 teachers split into 10 teaching research 
groups, each of which is required to sent 3 or 5 teachers to make personal 
appearances in classrooms. Their workload is universally below level. 


The excessive supply of university department teachers has deprived some lecturers 
of their opportunities to lecture, and has forced them to divide up one-man work 
among several teachers and each of them to teach a few chapters or sections of a 
term course. In this way, manpower has been wasted and quality of teaching has 
dropped. Some associate professors have not been assigned any post-graduate 
students. Nor are they capable of being academic leaders to guide any groups 

of independent researchers to solve any specific problems relevant to any branches 
of science and technology. 


Yet, on tne other hand, some other colleges and departments face shortages of 
teachers, or acute shortages of key teachers. They even don't have any professors 
on their staff. For this reason, they have no alternative but to train their 

own academic leaders. A comrade of an educational leading organ said: The uneven 
distribution of teachers in the institutions of higher learning is a universal 
problem, which can be summed up in the following three sentences: key universities 
“swell with teachers to the point of suffocation"; ordinary universities 

“hungrily hunt for them," and newly built universities "don't know where to 

find them." In the past, Qinghua University, Beijing University, Beijing Normal 
University, and Beijing College of Medicine had transferred some of their 

teachers to fraternal universities or units in Beijing Municipality and elsewhere. 
Of these teachers, some have become responsible persons of teaching research 











groups or sCGientific research institutes, some have become leaders of certain 
branches of study or even inventors, and others have become stalwarts of business 
Management. This indicates that their concentration in any single place will 
seriously prevent the growth and employment of talent; transfer of such overly 
concentrated teachers will clear the way for their full employment and continuous 
Srowth. 


The emergence of the situation in which universities cannot transfer their 
"surplus teachers" to those with "shortages of teachers" is not the responsibility 
of any specific universities or departments, but an indication of the existence 
of loopholes in the current personnel and teachers management systems. For this 
reason, efforts must be made to reform related systems and establish a complete 
set of scientific management systems which will benefit the flow and full 
employment of talent. 


Some university comrades have suggested that the following two measures be taken 
to tap the potential of teachers in key universities before steps can be taken 
by the state to radically reform related systems: 1) aid to fraternal univer- 
sities in this province and municipality and elsewhere in forms of concurrent 
teachers, teachers on loan and teachers under exchange programs be adopted; 

2) Teachers at all levels be transferred to the newly built universities to help 
them solve the need for talent in all fields of education. 


At least, two problems must be successfully resolved to clear the way for the 
implementation of the aforementioned two measures. First, leading groups of 
related universities must actively support the free flow of talent. On the 
condition that their teaching and research work will not be affected, they must 
give the "green light" for the programs of concurrent teachers, teachers on 

loan and exchange teachers or even for the transfer of teachers elsewh re. Second, 
economic measures must be taken by the state to encourage the transfer of surplus 
old university teachers to the newly built universities and the flow of school 
teachers from the interior to remote areas. The current problem is that talent 
always flows from the remote areas to the interior because of regional difference, 
difference between urban and rural areas, and problems that exist in the wage 
system. This is why economic measures must be taken to beneift the reasonable 
flow of talent. 


Comrades of higher education hope that there will be an overall planning instead 
of stiff arrangements, and flexibility devoid of disorder in the work of managing 
the teaching staff.

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LETTER COMPLAINS OF ENDLESS VISITORS TO SHANGHAI EDUCATION BUREAU 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 17 Nov 80 p 1 
[Text] Dear Comrade Editor: 


Starting in autumn of this year, there was a continuous stream of visitors to 
Shanghai from schools and educational departments of all levels from all over the 
country. According to an initial estimate by our bureau's reception personnel, 
we have taken care of no less than 100 visiting groups from other parts of the 
country since the start of this school term wntil now. Especially during the last 
2 weeks we had to take care of over 10 groups of visitors almost every day, and 
sometimes we had the visit of 4 groups from the same locality on the same day. 
Apart from those that are taken care of by our bureau, some make contact directly 
with local wards and arrange for their visits. Others who directly contact 
middle schools and elementary schools are just too numerous to count. For 
instance, the Experimental Elementary School of Shanghai Municipality has had 
over 1,000 visits from the 4th week since school started until the 10th week, i.e., 
during 1 and one-half month. At times there were as many as over 200 people to 
take care. 


Among the staff members that came as visitors to Shanghai, some did not complete 
the necessary formalities and did not get in touch before arrival. Some did noc 
have letters of introduction from their local or municipal units as required by 
the rules of the State Council. Some of the visiting groups are extremely large, 
some have as many as 50 members. A smaller number of these representatives pre- 
tend to come for an inspection of actual conditions, but then walk off for a 
stroll at the harbor; some, when they get to a school, merely walk through and 
Ieave,. There are also some members of such delegations who will bring along 
“hildren on their visits. 


For iny years the number of visitors to Shanghai from other parts of the country 
has been particularly large toward the end of the year. At this time means of 
communications and housing all are very crowded and almost every hotel or hostel 
is full up. This inspection tour activity exerts quite some pressure on the 
schools, especially hard on key middle and elementary schools. Some leading edu- 
cational staff busy themselves the whole day taking care of visitors with no time 
for normal school work. It also affects the teaching, research, advanced studies, 
course preparation and correction of papers of many teachers. 
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In our opinion the important thing for us now is to plant our feet on solid 
ground, quietly immerse ourselves in hard work, be conscientious in practice, 

and it may be worthwhile to study how much impetus for work is actually gained 

by these interview activities by such an inflated number of visitors, particularly 
since operating funds are now limited and everybody's time is short. Why is not 
more done by way of exploring new experiences in one's own locality rather than 


spending money and energy on visits and interviews?
